Radical changes will be made-in 
the present charter, if the members 
of the recently formed Richmond 
Charter Amendment League are car- 
ried out. Lact night’ the league met 
fm the offices of Odell & Stidham, 127 
‘Washington avenue, and talked for 
many hours over the proposed plan. 

The members Believe that a mayor 

and four counci:men, sil elected by 
the people, could conduct the city’s 
affairs better than the present coun- 
cil. Further, they propose that ev- 
cry one of the appointive offces, 
_as chief of police; city engineer, city 
clerk, city tredsuarer, city tax col- 
lector and assessor and city health 
and plumbing officer, be made elect- 
ive instead of appointive. 

In a word, they intend to make the 
government of the city of Richmond 
one of the people as nearly as is pos- 
sible. Tnstead of allowing a number 
of councilmen to distribute plums to 
their friends, the new league intends 
to see that the people have a decid- 
ing vote. 

A. Odell, the well known pioneer 
resident, prsnided at last night’s 
meeting. There were quite a num- 
ber of prominent west side residents 
in attendance. One of the proposi- 
tions brought up was ‘having a 
woman on the council board. 

According to Mr. Odell, the amend- 
ments to the charter will make it 
practically an entirely new charter. 
The mayor and the four councilmen 
will have an equal vote. They will 
all be paid a substantial salary, so 


TIME PIECE HAS MARKED TREAD 
“OF VATICAN FEET 


From a position in the Vatican, at 
Rome to a jewelry store in Richmond 
is quite a distance to travel, but it is 
only a small part of the total distance 
traversed by an antique clock now in: 
the possession of Dr. Carpenter: of 
this city. The clock, which has been 
in Carpenter’s possession for three 
years, is chiefly valuable as a relic.

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SENATOR OWEN’S APOLOGIST 


Last Saturday Senator Owen’s ex-Kansas apologist got busy 
again and.came out in a bold endorsement of the Senator’s record 
and incidentally denoynced innumerable terms the recall, referendum 
and initiative, all the progressive measures which are now so popular 
all over the country, and joined with him in belaboring Union Labor 
and upholding the Dive Keepers of Barbary Coast, winding up with 
the statement that the Senator is no more likely to be recalled ‘‘than 
thére is of his flying to heaven or elsewhere.’’ It may be suggested 
right here and now that if the senator is unfortunate enough to go 
“‘elsewhere’’ he will not need to fly there.. People who go elsewhere 
fall into the bottomless pit. 

The explanation of Senator Owen’s failure to answere to seven 
hundred and thirty-one roll calls is given by his apologist as due to 
the fact ‘‘that no one can serve on seven important committees and 
not miss many roll calls.’’ The Important committees of the Sena- 
tor are the Judiciary, the Finance, the County Government and Rev- 
enue and Taxation. The committees to which the Senator from the 
Ninth District belonged were Commerce and Navigation, Drainage, 
Swamp and Overflowed Lands, Labor and Capital, Municipal Corpor- 
ations, Prisons and Reformatories, Revenue and<faxation, Roads and 
Highways. It will be noted that the Senator was not a member of 
either the Finance or Judiciary, and in fact of only one of the impor- 
tant committees, yet Senator Caminetti, who was a member of both 
the important committees hardly missed a vote. Senator Boynton who 
was a member of the important committees and president pro tem did 
not miss one-twentieth, in fact less than twenty-five roll calls, and he 
was the author of the Employers’ Liability bill, of the Full Créw bill, 
of the Teachers’ Pension bill, of the River Impovement bills, and in- 
troduced most of the amendments and practically took charge of the 
Japanese exclusion law. Senator Wright was another member of 
far more important committees than Senator Owens, was he absent 
seven hundred and thirty-one times, was Senator Campbell, or Sen- 
ator Hewett, or Senator Gates or Senator Kehue? The records show 
that not one of these senators was absent fifty roll calls during the 
entire session while Owens was absent 113 times in two days and these 
the last two days of the sessoin’ 

IS IT NOT A FACT THAT WHEN EVER A ROLL CALL OF 
THE HOUSE WAS ORDERED OWENS WAS ALWAYS ONE OF 
THE SENATORS TO BE SENT AFTER? 

Senator Owens’ apologist from Kansas tells us that the senator 
was opposed by the Barbary Coast dive-keepers because he proposed 
to close saloons at 2 a.m. Is it not a fact that the original ball pro- 
posed to close all the saloons at midnight and that it was Owens who 
joined with Senators Beban, Finn and others in an effort to defeat 
the bill entirely, and finally managed to change the hours to 2 a. m. 
Senator Owens voted exactly as the dive-keepers wanted and he 
knows it, and is now trying to get votes on that statement. 

Did not Senator Owens try to cripple the powers of the Railroad 
Commission to regulate and lower freights and passenger rates? 
Did he not introduce the bill to eut down the powers of the com- 
mission ? . 

The senator’s apologist says he voted in the main right on the 
principles up for legislation. It is worthy of note that that means 
that he voted right in voting to have women work’in canneries sixteen 
hours a day; that he voted correctly when he voted against all the 
labor measures, and it shows that his apologist from Kansas is a bitter 
foe of labor, as bitter as the man for whom he is apologizing and 
whose cause it is trying to support. It shows that his apologist, 
which admires his spunk, admired the hard labor of women, is op- 
posed to the employers’ liability bill, is an enemy of protecting the 
cement workers from the dust of their business, believes in curtailing 
the powers of the Railroad Commission and is for absenteeism. It 
is well that the people of this community should know that, and 
that in this contest they have succeeded in smoking out another 
enemy of labor and the man who works or the woman who slaves 
for a few dollars. 

‘We call attention, also, to the fact that Owens was a member 
of the committee on capital and labor; that that gave him excep- 
tional opportunities to serve his constituents along the lines that he 
had pledged himself to serve them on August 18, 1912. Yet, although 
he was in that exceptional position to serve them, it is a part of the 
record that he threw them down and therefore his unfaithfulness is 
all the more to be condemned.

The judge thereupon dissmissed the case, 
and suggested that the family’s neighbors had far better mind their 
own business. The neighbors or rather some self appointed inspector, 
or children’s aid, or probation officer, however, was entirely dissatis- 
fied with the verdict. She did not deny that the testimony of the 
child was true, but she decided that a girl should not be allowed to 
plow even if she wanted to do so, that it was un-American and not 
the proper occupation for a woman and that if the father did not in- 
sist upon the girl abstaining from such work an effort should be made 
to take his daughter from her parents and have her given to some 
one, to be selected by the fussy officer who would bring her up as the 
latter thinks wise. 

We mention this case because it is only one of many that are re- 
corded almost daily in the papers, in which outsiders, who haye no 
relation or right to interfere or attempt to come between parents and 
children. Of course where a child is neglected® badly treated, or has 
dissipated parents no one objects to the state protecting it, but when 
as happens in many eases, the child is properly taken care of, but 
not along the lines that some fastidious person thinks proper, outside 
interference is not only impertinent but absolutely inexcusable. No 
one should step between parent and child unless the reasons are of 
the strongest, and the conditions of the worse, and to attempt to in- 
terfere with the bringing up of a child when it is treated kindly as in 
the San Jose case, because some faddest does not approve of its edu- 
cational system as an outrage.- 

It is a noteworthy fact too that most of these experts upon bring- 
ing up children are very careful never to have any of their own. 
“‘Miss’’ is the titleythat decorates most of them, and when in a case of 
Mrs. it is generally a Mrs. with no children to distract her attention 
from other people’s business. 


MARVELOUS RESULTS IN SAFETY. 


The late E. H. Harriman left a large sum of money to be ex- 
pended for three medals to be awarded to the system which showed 
the best results annually from a point of safety to passengers and 
employes, another to the branch which showed the best record in 
the same direction, and finally to the conductor or other employe 
who had done the most to contribute to the safety of those traveling 
on the road- The medals were awarded the other day in New York 


and it was found that the Southern Pacific system in California had 
the best record, and that William Schwab, a conductor along the 
line from Sacramento to Reno was the employe deserving of the 
medal. Schwab was sent to New York to attend the distribution of 


the prizes, whith were delivered, the one for the system to Julius 
Kruttschnitt for the Southern Pacific, to William Sproule, president 
of the road in California for the division, and to Conductor Schwab 
for himself. 

In excepting the médal for his company, Mr. Kruttschnitt gave 
some remarkable statistics, which will surprise,.we do not doubt, 
many of our readers. He said: ‘During the year ending June 30, 
1913, the company’s locomotives in freight, passenger and work 
service, ran 59,738,000 miles, a figure too large to convey any mean- 
ing. At this rate the miles run since last Saturday night (a week’s 
time) would girdle our earth forty-six times, cr nearly seven times

in a day, or once in three and a half hours. With so great a move-|© 


ment the liability to accident is very great, yet 41,753,000 passengers 
were carried the inconceivable great aggregate distance of 1,756,- 
482,000 miles without the fatality in a train accident. More than 
that, it was done in the four previous years with the same immunity. 
Among the 45,000 engaged in pursuits not connected with the train 
movement, there was one fatality in every 876,400 days, or 2400 
working years.”’ 

The figures which we have quoted are little short of marvelous. 
It shows to what a degree of efficiency the railroad system of the 
country has been carried, because it must be remembered that the 
trains traveled at night as well as day, that they ran across deserts 
and through canyons, and across bridges and deep gorges, and that 
it has required a wonderful vigilance to avoid any fatal accident 
under those circumstances in five years.

HISTORY OF HOME 
RULE TAX TOLD 
BY AUTHOR 


In May, 1913, the California Leg- 
islature resolved, by a two to one 


vote, to submit to the people of the 
State, at the regular general elec- 
tion in November, 1914, the follow- 
ing amendment for Home Rule in 
Paxation. 

“Any county, city and county, city 
or town, may exempt from taxation 
for local purposes, in whole or in 
part, any one or more of the follow- 
ing classes of property: improve- 
ments in, on, or over land; shipping; 
household furniture; live stock; 
merchandise machinery; tools; 
farming implements; vehicles; other 
personal property except franchises. 
Any ordinance or resolution of any 
county, city and county, city or town 
exempting property from taxation 
as in this section provided, shall be 


=|subject to a referendum vote as by 


law provided for ordinances or res- 
Olutions. Taxes levied upon prop- 
erty not exempt from taxation shall 
be uniform.’ 

The adoption of this Amendment 
will not compel any county, city or 
town to change its present system 
of taxing property, nor will the 
adoption of the amendment make any 
change in the present system; but it 
will give counties, cities and: towns 
the right to change the system of 
raising local taxes if they’wish to do 
so. 

If the amendment igeadopted by 
the voters, any county ,by vote of the 
Supervisors or of*the voters of that 
county may exempt all improvements 
from tax, or personal property from 
tax or may exempt 10 per cent or any 
other percentage of the value of per- 
sonal property from tax; or may ex- 
empt 10 per cent or any other per 
centage of improvements from tax- 
es for county purposes. ,\Fruit trees, 
drains, irrigation ditches and 
cleatings are improvements. 

Under this Amendment, any city 
or town, vote of The People or of 
the City Council, can exempt any 
or all of the value of improvements; 
or any or all of thevalue of any kind 
of personal property; or any percen- 
tage of both personal property and 
improvements, up to total exemption 
in levying taxes for city or town pur- 
poses. i 

The people of any county, city or 
town will have the right of referen- 
dum over any ordinance or resolu- 
tion by their city council or county 
supervisors, making a change in the 
present system of taxing personal 


property and improvements.

In commenting on the cases of 


and 
Edward Hanlon. three men accused 
jof having high explosives in their 


posséssion, Chief Justice Beatty has 
madé the following statement: 

“It is perfectly plain that it is a 
case of conspiracy to commit mali- 
cious mjschicf. It is not such a case 
cs shows an ‘innocent purpose on the 
part of these people. I do not think 
counsel is justified in arguing before 
this court that there was apparent 
innocence in this case—there was a 
plainly adapted infernal machine. All 
that was necessary was to get sticks 
of dynamite, connect with those caps 
and destroy property. What would 
people want to do with such things 
as these?”’ 

Lister replied that they could be 
used legitimately in agricultural pur- 
suits, whereat Attorney John J. Bar- 
rett, representing the Pacific Gas & 
Electric Co., wanted to know if 
farmers use an alarm clock to plant 
trees, and said the length of the wire 
.was the cirenmference of one of the 
ecempsny’s ig towers in Suisun 
bay. : 
“Thev had no dynamite,” inter- 
noeed Lister. 

DYNAMITE IN THE WORLD. 

“There was dynamite in the world, 
however,’’ retorted the Chief Justice, 
“and it was procurable.’’ Then re- 
ferring to the technical point urged 
by Lister, he said ‘I don’t think it 
makes any difference if section 375 
of the code was repealed. That was 
passed ‘at a time when the country 
had not had any experience in these 
dynamiting enterprises. With the 
advance of time tae country has had 
some experience, which has led to 
more stringent legislation in regard 
to high explosives. At the time of 
that origina! law there had been no 
destruction of houses in this state 
which led to making it a felony. Thé 
experience of this state has demon- 
strated by such instances as the ex- 
plosion of the Times building that 
it is necessary to enact more strin- 
gent legislation on these subjects 
where peop!2 in possession of just 
such infernai machines as this had 
only to unite it with dynamite and 
‘kill twenty-three men.” 

The defendants were taken into 
custody by Sheriff Veale and were re- 
turned to Mertinez, where they are 
being held under bonds in the sum 
of $10,000 each. Each has demanded 
a@ separate trial, and the trial of 
Mooney will be begun first on March 
31 at Martinez.
